The young members of the Goufama Bala Vihar of 
Nagarjtma Sagar attired in folk costumes sang and danced 
in unison with absolute ease. Their presentation of the 
various sequences in history down, to the present day were 
very convincing, may be because it is their fathers and 
fore fathers who figure in the saga. R. V. Prasada Rao's 
musical score was pleasing and the dances composed by 
Jaisuryam were simple and authentic. The performance 
was neat, crisp and engaging.
